Gen- 
eral Bonaparte ate of most dishes on the 
table, using his fingers instead of a fork, 
*eeming to prefer the rich dishes to the 
plainly dressed food and not even tasting 
vegetables. 
Claret was ,liis beverage, 


which he drank out of a tumbler, keep- 
ing the bottle before him. 


H« convened the whole of dinner time, 


oonfciiug his conversation principally to 
the admiral, with whom he talked over 
the whole of the Kussian campaign and 
attributed the failnre of it in the first 
instance to the burning of Moscow, in 
the next to the frost setting in much 
•ooner than was expected. He said he 
meant only to have refreshed Ms troops 
for four or five days, and then to have 
pushed on for St Petersburg, bnt find- 
ing all his plans frustrated by the burn- 
ing of Moscow, and his army likely to 
perish, he hurried back to .Paris, setting 
out with a chosen bodyguard, one-half 
of which were frozen to death the first 
night. 


He said nothing could be more horri- 


ble than the retreat from Moscow, and 
indeed the whole of toe Russian cam- 
paign; that for several days together it 
appeared to him as if he were marching 
through a sea of fire, owing to the con- 
itant succession of villages in flames, 
which arose in every direction as far as 
the eye could reach. He said the burn- 
ing of these villages as well as of Mos- 
cow was attributed to his troops, but 
that It was invariably done bv the na- 
tive*.

Why Criminals Do Not Confcu. 


But having set out on a career of tolly 


khe criminal ia not to be expected to ex- 
hibit a great degree of wisdom in extricat- 
ing bimoelf from the consequences of his 
*cta. And one of the chief follies which he 
oommltB when summoned to answer to the 
community for his misdeeds ia to conceal 
the real faces of his ease from tbe counsel 
whom he selects to defend him. This selec- 
tioa Is not difflcalt, because In every com- 
munity Ciiufthiestcriniiunl counsel are well 
known aud are especially well known to 
law breakers. But when a person charged 
with crime has put himself in relations 
with a lawyer he usually hampers tho 
ftbilitica of his counsel at the outset by de- 
claring hia innocence, even if, as a matter 
of fact, he i* guilty "a3 charged la the in- 
4lctment.lf 


That the criminal does noc as a rule 


•tale the exact facts of his case to counsel 
proceeds from these causes, among others: 


He Is not intelligent enough to see that it 


1* for bif, interest to tell the truth and tbe 
whole truth. 


He is suspicious of tho entire and abso- 


lute integrity of even the moat famous 
•oonsel. 


He is afraid that U he makes a full con- 


fession to his lawyer, the lutter will, if not 
voluntarily, perhaps by an unguarded ex- 
pression, let the precious secret slip. 


He feurs that the Keal of his counsel will 


be quenched or his faculties obscured If he 
knows that his client ia guilty and just 
how the criminal act was accomplished, 


Tbe natural desire of every man to stand 


u high as possible iu the estimation of 
those with whom he cornea in contact op- 
erates also in inducing the criminal to de- 
ceive his coun&eL 
Separated from the 


world by stone walls—seeing, with tho ex- 
ception of Ins counsel, only keepers who de- 
spise him and prisoners who regard him as 
one cased felon A! ways regards iuiother--be 
Involuntarily longs for the respect oE the su- 
perior jterson who occasionally visits him 
in the dischurKo of professional duty, arid 
with whom he is permitted to converse iu 
« separate room ar, a table, as one citizen 
with auother, free from the restraint of an 
Iron birred door. 


Owing to these and other unwholesome 


Inducements, a criminal awaiting trial usu- 
ally lies Lo h!a lawyer, 


It is a fatal mistake, one of those blund- 


ers that are worse than crimes. Jonathan 
Wild, the grent thief taker and thief teach- 
er, was wont to ineulcatu to bin pupils iu 
larceny the policy of uniformly adhering 
to truth wherever truth woa practicable. 
Els argument was thnt truth required but 
little effort of memorj7; that it was always 
consistent with fact; required no invention 
and was therefore «a.sy to the feeblest in- 
tellect, and that, finally, a lie was oo precious 
andvaluiiblttathing that it should never be 
wasted, never brought into use unless ab- 
solutely necebbary. 


Facts and Theorlei. 


The most ingeniously constructed false 


narrative boa a larger or smaller spot of 
rottenness and decaj on its isurlace— 


Rank corruption mining nil within 
Infects unseen. 


And the rude assaults of the cross exami- 


nation by the public prosecutor soon con- 
rert the whole ulcerous tissue into a mass 
of debris fit only to be shoveled out of the 
courtroom. It requires great talent, far 
beyond the modicum tic thu command of 
the average criminal, to frame a fictitious 
condition of events fcbat shall consist with 
the obvious and undisputed fticfis that are 
connected with any crime whatever. 


Every crime is a face, and every fact that 


has ever occurred in the history of tbe 
world is more or less directly connected 
with infinitely numerous contemporary 
facts, many of which are capable of being 
used as evidence. To suppress real facts 
and invent others is, therefore, like taking 
away parts of some delicate and intricate 
machine and substituting others. Only the 
tunst Hkilif ul of artificers cou^d reasonably 
attempt such a task, und even he would be 
apt to come short of his designs. 


The most experienced advocates say that 


co false theory of innocence of a crime OLD 
be supported if tho attendant facts hap- 
pen to be numerously testified to by wit- 
nesses for the people; therefore, the accused 
person, if guilty, should state to bis couii- 
•el the exact facts of the crime, iu order 
that they may be toued down, qualified or 
explained away. Aside from the reasona- 
ble nature of this theory, the prisoner is 
placed toward tho court and jury ia a moro 
favorable attitude, .since his defense does 
not combat the entire truth, but only tends 
to shed a different light upon it from that 
»f the pro&Mution. 


There have been during the past two 


years two memorable murder trials in the 
city of New York, both carried on by the 
people wholly on circumstantial evidence, 
both for crimes of fairnilar character, and 
•both resulting in conviction on dissimilar 
Kchemes of defense—in ona case the defend- 
ant testifying iu his own behalf, in the 
other case declining the witness chair—and 
the public have believed thnt in euuh cose 
material facts were withheld from counsel, 
thus disqualifying them from dwelling 
upon or explaining awaj incriminating cir- 
cumstances clearly proved. Nothing is so 
dangerous to A defense aa an apparition of 
* hostile fact which-an advocate dare not 
deny, and iu fact cannot ou competent evi- 
dence deny, and cia umtble to explain be- 
cause the falsehoods of 'bis client have Ig- 
nored It.

'Watts 
and Kevins were both young men, reputed 
dissolute, but uot criminal characters, nud 
irioreor less r«gulnrly at work its jouruey- 
men compositor* in priutiug oftluea. Kevins 
Jaad recently gome iuto A legacy of a few 
liuudred dollut-sattd had stated to bis fel* 
low workmen*that'ho calculated upon en- 
joying life while tho sum lasted iu some 
other way than iu sett jap;-typo. Watts and 
'he were inlima£us and roomed in thovmuo 
house in Sixty-third street, uot far from 
*the picnic grounds. Both wore frequent 
attendants ,iit ,tho rude dauckig^.patties 
held at th&grouuda. 


It was on a daik evening In August thaG 


they both appeared iu the grounds when 
theEastSide Star association was holding 
ita animal rather disorderly picnic, at which 
no introductions were necessary to secure 
partners, Kevins fell in with a girl whom 
he wished to startle with the unaccus- 
tomed treat of a bottle of cbauiuague,aud 
about 11 o'clock be set oub for bis room, 
where ho had his stock ol money, iu order 
to replenish his pockets. Ke told Wutbs 
that he was going home for that purpose 
and would soon return. He was seen by 
one of the barkeepers in the ace of leaving 
the platform. A regular attendant at the 
Wood, he was well known, und having 
been the only elmmpagiie customer on this 
evening he was noticed. Watts followed 
him almost instantly and was seen to go 
down the platform stairs. The gatekeeper 
recognised Kevins when going out, bub had 
no recollection as to Wutts. 


Next morning Kevins was found dtad on 


the floor of his rooui, a cleft in his sfcnll 
and a bloody hatchet near him, with which 
the murder bad been committed. Ho had 
Dot returned to the picnic, but Watts had 
appeuiod on the platform, and when ho 
came up ho obtained a glass of brandy and 
peppermint from thu bar, saying that he 
was troubled with diarrhea and hud just 
come lip fioiu the outbuildings. As soon 
as the death of Nevlns was discovered the 
policu were notified, and one of their first 
acts was to uut \Vutts under at rest us tilt) 
person last Miea with tho deceased.

Tho fact was tlitit Watts had tho 
bulk of NevmVmouey in bib stocking when 
arrested, uncl thnt Uicpccliuimarybeaicuat 
the station huuyj Imtl not been thorough, 
suspicion bring liyhr. After committal, 
prisoners art,- only searched for dangfruu.q 
weapons, not beinu ulluwcd even a pocket 
knife, for fwir of tmiude. 


Watts instruuied his counsel that, while
